said that "wreckage was strewn over a 
considerable area" and he did not see 
how any of the 19 occupants c< uld lie 
alive.

crash would be the worst in Amerir.m I 
airplane history, Previous to (his. the | 
largest number killed in the wreck of j 
n heavier-than-air craft occurred Jan- 1 
uary 14, 1936, at Goodwin. Ark., when 
17 died. 


Meyers, who accompanied a search- 


ing party headed by Sheriff Frank L. 
Narramorc, fixed 
Ihe scene of the 


Wreck as on the Utah side of the 
Wyoming-Utah border. 


Carl Reynolds, staff photographer of 


the Salt Lake Telegram, after f l y i n g 
over the scene of the accident, .said "il 
doesn't seem possihl thai anyone- s u r - 
vived Ihe crash.

H is better to be gov- 
erned badly b.v the people of our own 
choosing than to be governed by an 
autocrat. During the 150 years that 
our government has been operating 
our experience has taught us that," 
Mr. Vesey declared. 


"Years ago we did not hear so 


much about patronage—but today the 
president or the governor of a state 
can control the legislative branch of 
government b.v patronage. 


"With a situation like this it leaves 


cnly the judicial branch as a counter 
check

the 
executive branch 


where you have a man at that head 
who wants to be powerful and dom- 
inating. 


"If the president's views on the su- 


premo court issue were adopted by 
congress—-then your judicial branch 
of government would be subject to 
the views of your chief executive. 


"Adoption of the Ne\v Deal pro- 


gram 100 per cent does not justify the 
destruction of the judicial branch of 
government.

He urged strong measures be taken 


against them immediately to save the 
nation from a recurrence of the 1929 
debacle. 


Drops Again Tuesday 


NEW YORK-On-The stock mar- 


ket rallied after a 
two-and-a-half- 


hour tailspin under huge selling Tuesr 
day, leading shares recovering a por- 
tion oi wide-spread early losses. 


The spll-off, which followed Mon- 


day's break, was on the heaviest vol- 
ume in more than four years. 


Prices dropped as much as ?15 a 


share early, but recovery cut many of 
these losses. 


Crash Monday 


Weakened,by,a steady ^treaj since*-' 


mid-August, the stock market had 
gone down before selling pressure 
Monday into the worst plunge in more 
than four years. Losses in some lead- 
ing industrial issues Monday mounted 
to $10 a share and more before the 
closing gong. Prices were beaten down 
to the lowest since July 6, 1935, meas- 
ured by the Associated Press average 
price of 60 stocks. 


Wall Street experts failed to point 


out immediately any single cause. It 
was noted, however, the downward 
push began in earnest about the time 
the American Iron & Steel Institute 
announced, after midday, that nation- 
al operations in the industry had 
dropped to 55.8 per cent of capacity 
from 63.6 per cent a week ago and 
74.2 a year ago. Also mentioned were 
damaged margin accounts being liqui- 
dated following the long decline in 
share prices from mid-August and 
world tension over European and Far 
Eastern crises. 


A new record was set as 1,014 stock 


Issues were traded on the "big board" 
—four more than the exchange's pre- 
vious record at the height of the 1929 
collapse. Total transactions, however, 
were far under those in wide breaks 
before federal controls were clamped 
down on speculative activity. The 
turnover was 3,227,520 shares, heaviest 
since last March 3, compared with 2,- 
533,270 last Friday. 


Half of Gains Lost 


Since stocks rounded the recovery 


top last March, more than half of the 
gains on the rise from the 1932 lows 
have been swept away by recurrent 
waves of liquidation. Motor, steel, 
farm implement, chemical, mail order 
and other industrial shares in bullish 
frfvor 
when "inflation" psychology 


ruled were among the chief sufferers, 


Chrysler, down from a 1937 peak 


above 5135, finished at 562.25, off 511 
for the day. Reere, a farm imple- 
ment issue, yielded 515 at 571.50 com- 
pared with the year's top of 5143.50. 
United States Steel was off 57 at 561.50 
against a 1937 peak of 5126.50 and Beth- 
lehem Steel dropped to 549.50, of£ more 
than ?8 for the day, on its comedown 
from a recovery top of 5105.50. 


Recession has become more notice- 


able lately in building, textile, and 
other lines in the van of the recovery 
march last spring. Unlike stocks, how- 
ever, business retains the bulk of the 
recovery gains, judging by various 
statistical yardsticks.

Serious Infections May Be Due to Irritation 


of Worker's Skin 


This is the seventh of a series of 


articles in which Dr. Morris Fish- 
lieln discusses industrial diseases 
and ways in which the worker's 
health may be guarded. 


(No. 31S; 


Innumerable substances with which 


workers regularly come into contact 
may produce more or leas serious re- 
actions in the skin. 


These reactions are of various types. 


Some of them are simply a chemit-dl 
burning of the skin or irritation. The 
others are infections of the skin by 
the germs which are always present 
and ready to attack when the skin is 
broken. Etill others are chronic irri- 
tations which resemble eczema and 
sometimes the irritations are so per- 
sistent that they develop the nature 
of cancer. 


Any one of these irritations or in- 


flammations of the skin may he asso- 
ciated with a secondary infection by 
some other organism. .Sometimes, just 
the use of soap and water, as in the 
case of washer women, will cau..t 
eczema of the skin. 


From time to time various irritants, 


have been listed by specialists in dis- 
eases of the skin. In one of the most 
recent lists there are hundreds of dif- 
ferent drugs and 
combinations of 


drugs, and associated with this a list 
of occupations in which irritant .sub- 
stances regularly used may bring about 
disturbances of the skin. There ia hard- 
ly an occupation known to mankind 
in which this posibility does not exist. 


One of the most common forms of 


••irritation of the skin in an occupation 
is that resulting from a contact with 
oil. This is usually called oil folli- 
euiitis. 


A reaction on tht- skin occurs from 


it mixture of oil and dirt which blocks 
the follicles of the hair. Then the 
glandular secretion is blocked and in- 
flammation develops. 


With this inflammation there will 


be a secondary infection by pus-form- 
ing germs. 
Usually the condition oc- 


curs first on the hands but it may also 
be seen in other parts of the body 
Sometimes these minor infections ex- 
tend so that they become boils. 


Workers in grinding industries some- 


times have the skin broken by me- 
tallic dust or fine steel chips which 
mingle with the oil and which may 
then be rubbed into the skin. Here 
also secondary infection occurs fre- 
quently.

Lalc'rul Pass Stays, But in Its Proper Place—Linemen

MINNEAPOLIS. - I disagree 
with 


those who contend that the 1937 season 


ill see the passing of the so-called 


riir.y.lo-dnzzle stuff from fuotbnll. 


I renllzn that every one has u dif- 


ferent iden ns to what is mi'tint by ni7.- 
/.lc-dnzzlc. My conception of it is u lot 
jf littoral pusses, more forward pusses, 
;>nrtieulnrly deep in u loam's own lerri- 
lory, and mnny tricks that .once didn't 
come under the heading of orthodox 
und sound footbnll. 


The lutcrnl pass i.s one of the most 


effective offensive weapons that hns 
dime into the garni- on u largo .scale in 
econt years, it carries a touchdown 
threat anytime that it is used in the 
open field—with perfect ball-handling, 
of course. 


I feel positive that most conches will 


lot handle it. However. I believe that 
t will bo used more intelligently than 
ever before and that coaches will spend 
nuch more time improving the timing 
mil accuracy of the passes. 


If a lateral pass is tried at the |wy- 


chological moment, which means when 
a ball carrier is ubout to be tackled 
and his forward progress slopped, it 
frequently i.s good for many additional 
yards and quite often a touchdown. 


Passing Deep in Own Territory 


Had Business 


If throwing forward passes deep in 


one's own territory i.s considered part 
of Ihe mxzlc-tlii/zle, then I say that we 
won't see much of that form of it. 


Such dangerous tactics are attempt- 


ed only in the southwest. Elsewhere 
certain beaten squads will in the late 
stages throw passes recklessly, but they 
arc the exceptions. 


I don't give Minnesota players any 


specific instruction as to where or 
when not to throw laterals. I merely 
tell them to be on the alert for oppor- 
tunities afforded 
by perfect setups 


for laterals. We overdid the use of 
this play when we were edged by 
Northwestern last fall, but it was be- 
cause the boys tried so hard lo come- 
down behind in the last quarter and 
took many chances.
